A confidential informant on Uarch 15, 1957, 
furnished a mimeographed leaflet of the Emma Lazarus 
Federation (ELF) of Jewish Women's Clubs containing a 
letterhead which reflected that LEAH NELSON was the 
President of the ELF of Jewish Women's Club. 


"The Jewish Fraternallst" dated October, 1947, 
self-identified as the official publication of the Jewish 
People's Fraternal Order (JPFO) of the International 
Workers Order (IWO) on Page 6, contained an article which 
reflected that the Emma X^azarus Division (ELD) of the 
JPFO was to bold its first zmtional convention in New York 
City on November 15 and 16, 1947, after having been first 
established at a National Women's Conference called three 
years previously by the JPFO* 

The "Morning Frelheit" on January 25, 1951, 
contained a report on the National Convention of the EID 
of the JPFO which took p?.ece in New York City on January '20 
and 21, 1951. At this convention It was noted the ELD 
changed its name to Emma Lazarus Federation of Jewish 
Women's Clubs (ELF) and adopted a new constitution.

Both the IWO and the JPFO have been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.

area of greatest focus in the Rosenberg campaign was Los 
Angeles*** The Los Angeles campaign was under the direction 
of SOPHIE DAVIDSON, Chairman of the Los Angeles Committee***.**’ 

Another confidential informant reported on July 27, 
1953, that SOPHIE DAVIDSON was then a Communist Party member. 

A previously referred to informant reported on 
May 22, 1956, that the Los Angeles Committee to Secure 
Justice for Morton Sobell adopted that name in the fall of 1954. 
The avowed purpose of this committee is to have Morton Sobell 
transferred from Alcatraz and to secure a new trial and 
eventually his complete release.
